In caso of doath from a contfi^ious 
disordoi', puijlic fuiicrala aro very ])rop- 
orly forbidden by hoiilt.li autlioritio.s, 
iilthoiigh occ.isionally a "wako" is 
surreptitiously hold, with its iinforliiii- 
rtto but natural results; of this, liow- 
ovor, wo ueed not spoak, as tho wisdom 
'of thus limiting infoctiou is acquiesced 
in fjonerally by iutolligent people, and 
tho law is usually obeyed. There are 
soiiio minor infractions of tho Laws of 
health that sliould bo luontioued, which 
physicians havo ropoatcdly called at- 
tention to, but tho hijriier laws of fash- 
ion and custom appear to oxort a pro- 
pondorating inlluonce. For instance, 
thore are very few, days in the year 
whoo- 'delicate^ 'womeatoan . rido long 
disttinces in a doso carriage, and tlion, 
reaching the eomotery, stand upon tho 
damp, cold soil for a greater or less 
timo during the !inal corouionioH at tlie 
grave without physical injury to thoin- 
selvos. 

A custom also to which ospcci.al at- 
tention should bo directcd.'in order to 
have it changed, is that of men stand- 
ing bare-headed iu tho open air, ap- 
parently iudiireronl to thn burnint,' sun 
of July or tho cold wind.s of March, 
without regard to tho season or tho 
weather. Taking into consideration 
the UBSociatod conditions, tho noces- 
Barily dopressing inlluonco upon the 
emotions of the sad duty which at tho 
timo is pro-eminent in tho mind, iho 
physical condition resuliing from sit- 
ting iu a cramped ])ositi()n during a 
tedious rido in a carriago and liio un- 
accuslomoil oxposnro to tlio woatlicr, it 
is not surprising that cases of illness 
result Irom-jtho-j removal: pf tho head 
covering,, '^ar'ticnlafly In elderly poo- 
pje with an enfeebled circulation. On 
a Iiot day there is danger of producing, 
if not actual sunstroke, at lea.st a con- 
gestion of the mombranos of tho brain, 
which causes persi.stont and violent 
hoadach(!3, and to these ministers and 
those officiating are particularly liable. 

Whotiier the day bo hot or cold, wet 
or only windy, lot the sorvieos bo held 
at a place W.hec^i the health of the at- 
tendants need not bo imperiled; let 
delicate and weakly persons bo re- 
strained from riding to tlio cemetery 
and from standing on tho damp 
grnnnd; and ospocially lot nuiii obey 
common sonso ratlior than custom, and 
keep on tlieir hats when thoy risk a 
sickiiess by , their , f ombvaL — Medical

And 
what is the most siirj)rising thing about 
it is there is no prolit lor tlio person us- 
inf^ a stamp Llio second lime, as it re- 
quires more tlian two cents' worth of 
ax)plioatioD< and ingenuity to clean a 
stamp; but tho loss to tho Government 
is very oonsidcrabio. I would bo con- 
tent to rcjceivi) a sum equivalent to that 
stolen from' tlie dbpartincht every year, 
iu this way for my salary. Po.stollico 
clerks by long practice become vejy 
familiar witii tho appearance of good 
and bad stamps. They acquire per- 
haps the same degree of ability in tlie 
detection of tho irregularities as do 
clerks wlio; handle; money, but in lurgo 
o^^ces there ai'p so many letters, and 
the work of cancelling is of necessity 
go rtipid that very few chances arc of- 
fered for detection. It is only wlien 
letters aro deposited in oilicos wlioro 
the mail receipts arc small that llioro 
is any considerable danger of dotec- 
tioa of using stamps ii second time. 
But'fhe'ifso can'ffot bo prolitablo, pack- 
ages or hoavy-welght letters having 
Bulliciontly largo postage stamps on 
them to justify tlieir cleansing for a 
second uso aro subject to a soiuewliat 
rigid inspection and fraud can be de- 
tected.

1 hope he will forgive mo for what I 
have done, and 1 hope wo shall soon 
meet each other in the other world, for 
T forgive him, still love him, and hopo 
our little boy will. Howard would 
have been 3 years old the 8tli day of 
next March. Please bury him in my 
arms. Dear brothers, forgive me. Bury 
me wherever you wish. Good-bye to 
all and every one, and our dear papa, 
To him Howard said his lost word. I 
have lived as long as I could bear it. 
For these two weeks I have lived in 
misery, but before that I was — " (here 
the writing wavered and stO|;ped in 
the middle of the slieet.) 

Six years ago Annie Fegley lived 
with her parents in Pottsviile. ' There 
she Grst mot Jessie Logan, a man con- 
sidrrably her siMiior. They married 
and caiuo to Philadelphia, where Mrs. 
Logan's little fortune wan soon spent. 
Tlien the husband began to neglect her. 
Last Monday lie left them, apparently 
forever. On the following day Mrs. 
Logan received a postal card from him. 
The husband's brief message was: 
"Will not be home again. Kiss Howard 
for me." 

ClNOiNNATi, Oct. 25. — News of a 
horrible triple tragedy in Calhoun coun- 
ty, West Virginia, reached here to-day. 
Mrs Johnston, while temporarily in- 
sane, mixed some arsenic with sugar 
and gave it to her tliree step-children.

Ridley at Motl.akiihtla haa provoked ] In 
what way wouUl tho cause of clTilizatioii 
bo advanced if the Mutino or the. Satel- 
lite was to pr'ot:ced to tho spot and blow 
tho village to atoiaa i ., Viaitora at Motla- 
kahtla have sa^d that the village is one of 
the wondiSlS^'t'K^iiCiii'Snt.' The bburch, 
the acho6lhous6,". the cottages, tho" sanitary 
regulations, the streets, tho workahopa, 
niid abcive and beyond all tlieae, tho high 
moral tone of the population, their edu- 
cation and their great' intelligence tilled 
the visitors with admiration for tho man 
who went among '•those- tribes when thoy 
were barbarous ' canifibals,'and devoted 
his talents, and hia life to thoir regenera- 
tion. For nearly a ijuarter of a century 
wo h;ivo narrowly watched Sir. Duncan's 
adniinistration of , the alTaira of tho mis- 
sion ; and while'^heri have been tiiuDs 
when it seemed to us that his acta wore 
despotic, the grand" results ha haa achieved 
allow that he studied the characters 
of tho people to whom he had borne the 
Gospel in one hand aiid the peaceful aits 
of induatry in the other. His few mis- 
takes are . forgotten in the general Rood 
acco mplished." ^ BisHiip' Bidley 's prcaeu ce 
lias been "characterized '(ks' obnoxious to 
the tribes who adheru, in spite of tho moat 
tempting iiUurementa, to their faithful 
and tried friend and teacher, Mr, Dun- 
cun, whnsi! noble disinterostedncsa and 
purity of life have won their entire confi- 
denco and love. There is-no room in the 
MetlakahUan;heart' foF^another friend so 
long as ^Ir. 'Duncan lives; and • when 
he ia called away,' it is doubtful if Biahop 
liidley (after whiit has occurred) 
could liope to fill the place of 
"guide, philosopher and frieiul" in 
tho native affoctious. With tho relations, of 
the Church Missionary Society towards the 
mission- the government can Lave nothing 
to do ; but is it unfair to assume that if tho 
society's <ilaima.are of the uatiire. stated by 
"Aprop^htheyj'woQld-long ago .hjiVe car-, 
ried their case into court? Tho court — not 
tho mission field — should be the society's 
battle ground. Hut tho most serious out- 
growth of tho bishop's preaeuce is tlie 
agrariiiu aspect which tho i|UOBtiou hns now 
assumctl. When tho bishop attouipted to 
force his authority on Iho villagers ho met 
with resi'stauoe. Theu ho tried to appro- 
priate certain lands. Here, too, he was re- 
sisted — tho natives asserting that never 
having been paid for tlieir lauds they were 
Btill their own. This is tho kcruol of tho 
■\vholo difflculty to which the bishop's high- 
handcdu'ep'.lias; led. Had he ziev^r appeared 
upon the ac'one or fined to possess himself 
of lands to which neither he nor tho Church 
llissiouury Society had tho sli^'htost claim, 
it is probable that the India iw would iiever 
have thrown themselves b.'iek ujion tbiii- 
unextinguished title and dofiod tho bishop. 
Well, the agrarian is tho real issue now 
and charcb sqnabbloH pale before its sig- 
uificance.M "The Metlakiihtla Indians claim 
the Bc^erellgnity of their lauds and their 
coDtentibniis shfiT'edby the civilized Metho- 
dist Indians at Port-Siinpson -who i are. in 
Eev. MP, Orolby's charge. The feeling is 
spreadin^and gatlieriiig adb^'Dta'anldngthe 
nnregeuerated tribes on the northwest coast 
and ykeeim river. It ia tho existence of 
this fooling that haa rendered tho pre 
sence of the uiiuera on Lome Creek so 
unpleasant and called ^fqrth .threats of 
massacre or coniiscation from the wild 
tribes hard by. Unfortunate as amne may 
regard it, the Indiana have iliatiiigiiislied 
authority *or their action. At governuient 
house, Victoria, on tho 20th September, 
1870, Earl Dulferiii, at tho close of a 
lengthy address to a largo body of citizens, 
Bald : rJi'^i'^^ii' ' O .-.ci J J H 

"And rf^Ygfinfclejiieh,' I must bid you 
good byo;j|(U,^b§{^ro doing ao there is one 
other topic upon which I am desirous of 
touching. From 'my tirat arrival in Can- 
ada I have been -Vorj' much pre-occupied 
with the condition of the Indian, popula- 
tiod in this province. You must remem- 
ber that the Indian population are not re- 
preaentod in parliament, .and consequent- 
ly that the t;overnor general is hound to 
watch over their welfare with eapuci.il so- 
licitude. Now we must all admit that 
the condition ' of the Indian question in 
British Oolumbja is not si^^iafMstovy, Most 
unfortujiatel^^ as I \hlnkl tliere has l)6<iil 
an in f £i|it ^rpc f veK Binc^^()^ ^''^^'l P" 
lua quTtted Vflico in 'British 'Oo'lijmbia ilis- 
glocting to recognize what is known as 
the Indian title. In Canada this has always 
been done; no govofnmeiit whether pro- 
vincial peri central has failed to acknow- 
ledge that the original title to the land 
existed ia-the.Ii|dian.;trib.es undjCOipniuDi^- 
ties tha^,'liljpt^d|95"^affdaV^'oi^j 
Before we touch an acre^wo make a trea% 
with tho chiefs representing tho bands we 
are dealing with, and having agreed upon 
and paid tho stipulated price, oftunlinies 
arrived'after.a good deal of haggling and 
difficilltywo' enter into possession, but not 
until then do consider that we aro en- 
titled to deal with an aero. Thn result 
haa been that in Canada our Indians are 
contoiUod, well uffeetod to the white man, 
and anionahlo to the laws and govern- 
ment. • At. this.' very moment, tho. Ueut.- 
governor of iVIanitobo- husji.gpjig on adis- 
tant expedition in ord.T to mako a f;reaty 
with tho tribes to the northward of tho 
Saskatchewan. Last year ho made two 
treaties with the Sioux and Crows; next 
year it has been arranged that he should 
mako a treaty with tho Jilaukfcut, and 
when this shall have.beon doiiB.tho Brit- 
ish Orown shall haveaatCe^abaed a title to 
every adre that lies between Lake Superi- 
or and the top of the Rocky Mountnius, 
But in British Columbia except in a fow 
cases whore, under tho jurisdiction of tho 
Hudson Bay Company. or under tho aus- 
pices •■•of"- Sir James Donglas a 
«imiIar'ljp.riy3Uoe_Jhw^ ^en adopted, the 
British Oolui^nbrgo;^^^ alvfays 
aaaumed thalr^thb? fee ' simple, as 'vf ell' as 
the sovereignty, resided in the Queen. 
Acting upon this principle, thoy have 
granted estonaivo gra^<;ing leaooa and other- 
wise so dealt with various soctioMa of the 
country as greatly to restrict or interfere 
with thd prescriptive rights of the Queen's 
Indian subjoota.. . As a conBequeneo thure 
haa come to exist a verj' unsatisfactory 
feeling amongst the Indian iiopiilation. 
Inliinatiiins <:f this reached inti at Ottiiwa 
two or three yours iigo, and aiuce I have 



subjects are entitled to exactly the same 
civil rights under tho law as aro possofiued 
by the white population, and that if an 
Indian can prove a perscriptivo right of 
v?ay to a fishing station, or a right of way 
of^anjr^other kind, that. that_right_should 
no "moreTBi^igiioMa'thBii "if it" was the 
case of a white man. I ami well aware, 
that among tho coast Indiana the land 
question dotB not present tho bhiuo uliar— 
acteristics as in other parts of Canada, or 
as it does in the urass countries of tho iii- 
.torior of the provincu,> but I have also 
boon able to understand that in these lat- 
ter districts it may jbe-'evj^n; mora neces- 
sary to deal justly and""liborally with' tho 
Indian in regard to hia land rights even 
than on tho prairies of tho Norlhweat. I 
am very happy to think that the B. 0. 
•government should have recogni/ied the 
riece'ssity of assisting the Dominion gov- 
oi^iiment in uiiielioi'ating the pruauuL oun- 
ditloa of aifaiia.ia, this cespoct, and that 
it has agreed to the creation of a joint 
commission for the purpose of putting 
tho interests of tho Indian population on 
a more satisfactory footing. Of course 
in what I have aaid I do not mean tliat, 
in our desire to bo humane and to act 
justly, we should do anything.un.reaaoji-, 
able or Quixotic, or that rightB''tilready^A~6-* 
quired by white men. should be incoiisid- 
atcly invaded or recalled; but I would 
ventiiro to put the government of B. O, on 
ita guard agninat tho fatal evontualitiea 
that migiit arise should a sense of iujus- 
tico provoke the Indian population to 
violence or into a collision with our scat- 
tered settlors. Probably there has gone 
forth amongst them very incorrect and 
exaggerated iiiforuiation of the warlike 
achieveiiionta of thoir brethren in Dakota, 
and their uneducated minda aro incapable 
of calculating chances. Of course, there 
is no danger of any serious or permanent 
revolt, but it must bo remembered that 
even an accidental coUision iQ whioh blood 
wa.s abed might have a most disaatroua 
eS'oct upon our present satisfactory rela- 
tions with the w-irlike tribes in the North- 
west, wlioso amity and adhesion to our 
system of government is so essential to 
the progress of tho Pacific railway, and I 
make this appeal, ' as' I may call it, with 
all the more earnestn$9s since I have con- 
vinced myself of the degree to which, if 
properly dealt with, tho Indian popula- 
tion might bo made to contributo to the 
development of , the wealth and resources 
of' thejprs-yln.flei. I have now soon H>nni 
in all phases of' their existence, from tho . 
half-naked savage, perched like a bird of 
prey in a red blanket upon a rock trying 
to catch his miserable dinner of tisli, to 
the neat Indian thaidea in Mr. Duncan's 
school; at Metlakahtla, as modest and as 
woU-dressed aa.any slsrgyman's daughter 
in an'English*""pari8h~nr to the slirewd 
horse-riding.. Si wash of tho Thompson 
valley, with his racers in training for the 
Ashuroft stakes, and as jjroud of liia 
stockyard and turnip field as a British 
squire. In his first condition it ia evident 
that ho is scarcely a producer or consumer; 
in his aecund. he is eminently, butji. and in 
proportitfu'^'TLa'" lie- can be raised^fo the 
higher level of civilization will be the 
degree to which he will contribute to tho 
vital energies of the province. What you 
want aro not rescurcea but human beiiiga 
to develop them and to conainue them. 
Raise your 00,000 Indians to tho level 
Mr. Duncan has taught us thoy can be 
brought, Bnd"con8ider what an onorraous 
ninount of ' vital power you will have 
added to your present strength." 

Such ia tho dangerous issue which the 
govorinuont haa been called on to face at 
Metlakahtla, — nil is-iue which tho remarks 
of the higheat Dominion ollicial have cre- 
ated and which will requiro all tho abil- 
ity and diplomacy of tho governmont to 
grapple with aucccssfully, for the educa- 
ted Indians of tho Northwest aro reason- 
ing men and keenly appreciate their rights 
and privileges. SVja .need scarcely say 
that tre are^op^oaed to a resort to force, 
unless if 6e 'to ipiiV dbwh aii armd insur- 
rectioiij of which thero is aa yet no evi- 
doiiuo; nor are wo able to discover any 
loophole tiirough which tho Dominion gov- 
ernment can escape from a very largo 
share of responsibility for the e.Kiuting 
state, of feeling at Metlakahtla.... Under

San Fka.\-(;is(;o, Oct. 27.— Tho stearaior 
.•Arabic, which arrived yesterday from 
China, and Japaii, brings the following 
further details . of the great typhoon 
which, on tho 15th of Soptenibnr, cuu.sed 
such terrible doatruetion (jf lifo and prop- 
erty. At Yokohama and 'i'okio tho storm 
camo up so rapidly and with such tremen- 
dous fury that no precautions could bo 
taken. At Yokohama the ontiro lower 
portion of the city, called "the settle- 
menl,'!, ^iis'com^leEely •ivreckod nnd not a 
liouso was left standing. The inhabifaiits 
made no attempts to save their property, 
but lied for thoir lives to esciipu drown- 
•lug jfrom the rushing waters, driven on 
latid by .the fury of the wind. 'I'he iiuu-a- 
papars mako no.fittoinpt to furnish any 
details of the destruction in that section 
of tho city, but summarize, saying that 
aa tho settlement was deatroj'cd it is nae- 
less to publish any details, 'i'lio liiL;!ier 
portion of tho city, being nioio o.xpo.scd, 
wasjeqUally 'Unfortunate. Several of thu 
largest' andy.mcist substantial buildings 
wore awopt'nwity:aa if built of pasteboard,. 
In that s^'iit'ii>n.a),9_ne,'128 houses ■\vore de- 
stroyed and •SOO' 'damaged.' 'i'he loss of 
life on shore ia leas great than • at sea. 
Out of eighty coasting vessels fifty-tlireo 
were lost wit'.* 223 persona on board, 
Twelve vessels, with 120 persona, wore 
iniiiairig. Out of five life-boats that wont 
to rescue drowning crews four wore 
swamped and ten of their crews drowned. 
The typhoon waa tho severest experienced 
since 1870.

Tho Columbians are warmly at- 
laclicd to British insiitutiuna; are intense- 
ly English in their sympathies, and en- 
tertain no particular regard for Canadi- 
iviii. They import goods largely fr,):r. 
England and the United States, but of 
late: ]^ontreal and Toronto houses aro 
coming to the front. • 

TH« lironatRrKs

raising; the beef and mutton are said to bo 
unexcelled, and tlie saliiioii only eipialled 
:by that on tlio .-Vtlautic coast, in the Mari- 
time jivdvinces. The Keasoii for sidnion is 
open from April to October, during which 
time iuiuieiisu (piiuitities of the linuy tribo 
aro caught and sold in the market from 5% 
to (i% cents per lb. The weights run from 
G lbs. to 25 lbs., but I saw ono 7-1 Iba. A 
new industry was started this year, by a 
Now Xork capitalist, who has formd'd (i re- 
frigerator car company, by which fresh 
salmon can be brought fr<;iii tho Pacific 
coast to New York, and sold for •2l)o. per 
lb, Tho luiiuugor of the coiupauy is Sir. 
II. Molloy, foinu^rlj' of liathurst. The 
salmon in packed in boxes, each car con- 
taining a certain uunibor of boxes; is at- 
taehed to the Northern Pnoitic express, and 
roaches New York in about seven days. 

Coal ia abundant and of excellent quality, 
and is shipped in largo qnantitie.s to San 
Fraiici.-ico whore it meets with ready sale; 
tho retail price in British Columbia is about 
$S per ton. There is aIsio'"fin unlimited 
supply of lumber wHicb is being exported 
to California and New Xealaud, which in 
the near future must become a ruling in- 
dustry. Cattle raising is one of the chief 
indnstrioH of tlie ])lace. The celebrated 
bunch grass, to bo found in thu mainland 
south of lifty-livo degrees, has wo/nlerfiU 
beef produoiiiy (inalities; a butchor told uio 
that some of the cattle in the fall ' of the 
year are too fat to kill, and that they have 
to be field over autdl spring so that they 
may bo reduced by' the winter.

Now, Mr. Kditor, I would like to ask tho 
oflii or.-i of tho Mutino what good thoy could 
do at ?.rethlakathla, and the people of this 
couutiy iu general, what they expect from 
the Mutine while thoro'i' In answer I would 
say that- they would do 116' good • whatevor 
niiles's jthey'Were to bring ■do'wn Bishbp iBid- 
ley, with all his effects, neveri>tb> rotuvn, 
nor any other in his stead, as ilong las Mr. 
Duncan is alive. Whilo he is aUvelet him 
bo tho only ecclesiastical power at that 
plpco. When ho ia dead lot the church do 
what it seems best. Doubtless if Mr. Dun- 
uan were left alone he would soon havo the 
people's miuds iu a condition to accept a 
better policy after his death. If tho present 
order of things are the teachings of the 
meek and lo-.vly Nazarone I am sadly mis- 
taken. I kuow those Indiana long before 
Mr. Duncan camo amongst them; I know 
how he strove, late and early, often running 
the risk of losing his life to make them 
whot, they, are, or rather what' they 'were, 
beforejtho bishop forced a' thistalce&'"pbU(^ 
on them. ^ Theioutcome of his -: labors was 
to kindle a' light whose softening effulgence 
had' already pierced the darkness in tho 
minds! of the dwellers of distant Alaska, 
and whore the chilly North^inds havo their 
birth. Even tho Hinduh tribes ot Quoon 
Charlotte Islands, seeing the change for 
good on those people, during their yearly 
visits, wore slowly becoming ashamed of 
their heathenish ceremonies and laying 
them aside. 'When thoy saw tho upshot of 
the bishop's foolish policy they asked each 
other, Is bloodshed to be the end of all this 
teachiug'i' '' 

Tho following anecdote while it speaks 
for > itself, shows tho sentiments of the 
Haidahs on the aubiect : 

Three years age a Skidegate Indian, 
called Charley Cowgill, while over at Fort 
Simpson mot Bisli jp Ridley, who showed 
him the plana of a font and asked him to 
make lone for h^tn of blacic slate. The In- 
dian showed ma tho'plan^ and said the 
biahop was a good man, that he would 
make the font and take it over tho next 
suininer; he hoped, also he would send 
over a teacher. Last summer while speak- 
ing of the font ho said the biahop Was 
not doing what was right at Motlakahtia 
and ho did not think he t.^buld make it. 
This summer, after returning frp'm IViet- 
lakahtla, where ho had.apent a few days, 
spe;iking of the font be said tho biihop 
was- a bad man, for doing to Duncan's 
people as he did. He was glad the bishop 
did not send his tribe teachers, or he 
might have used tho Haidahs just aa 
badly, f'l hoar," said he, "he ia going 
to leave for good. Ifao, lam glad of it, 
becausij if he stops there he ia aura to get 
killed unless ho acta differently; As for 
tho font I would not make it for his 
church." By thia you will seethe change 
of aeiitiinont in three years. 

Instead of sending the Mutine and foTC-j 
ing these people tO: accept>a„policy iwhich, 
they ineither want'nor understand, let the 
church give Mr. Duncan full power at 
Motlakahtia as long as he lives or chooses 
to lomuin thorn. At Fort Simpson they 
appear contonted and happy under Mr. 
Crosby ; ho manages them well. At Port 
Essingtou. a very; foolish act waS' dune 
this Simmer iiby building a church., n The 
Methodists - have .had a church there 
for several years; that was quite enough. 
If my advice is followed with regard to 
i\Ir. Duncan things will soon go on peace- 
ably; if not eitlier the bishop will get 
kill or the two parties i- will fight and 
killed each other before many years. As 
a man and a gentleman I have nothing 
whatever to say against Biahop Ridley. 
It ia his foolish policy that I oppose. 
Duncan has boon long amongst the people 
and knows their disposition well. He 
works hard f6r them and most of tho peo- 
ple follow him. Tho bishop follows the 
policy of the church, a policy whioh these 
people neither understand hor want; con- 
sequently his sympathizers are few. 

What is required of tho government is 
firmiieas toward these people in all their 
actions. The ' man who killed Yeomans 
■,vill most likely be hanged.-' 'Let tho hang- 
ing bo done where the murder was •■'cpni-' 
mitted. Let a strdn^- party be'aetlt' up 
with him. ^he first expanse will be the 
least.

These jjoople soon lose all trust in and re- 
spect for those who tell them lies.

The natives in boats exhibited tho 
general characteristios of tho Polyno- 
siau-Maylays. Thoir faces wore clear 
of tattoo, but fromj the loins, down oyer 
tho hips and thighs' to the "k'ueesl tho 
Samoana puncture the color into tho 
skin in oloaoly dotted mass, with diag- 
onal linos of bare skin ombellishiiig tho 
design, which at a distance look almost 
like a pair of dark pants. The instru- 
ments used are usually the spines of 
tho shaddock tree or . , bono ^ driven in 
with small mallofer " Tlie "■coloring 
matter Is burned candle nut The 
women do tho tattoo. Tho process is 
boguu with tho men at tho age of 20, 
and is slow and painful. As among 
thoir civilizoil professional brethren, 
thoro is a codo of honor recognized in 
tho profession devoted to this art, and 
this code is chiefiy applied-prso .true , is 
human nature to all its aspec'ts-^tci the 
maintenance of au adequate scale of 
foes. A taltooor will somotlmos stop 
in the middle of his job, leaving tho 
anbj<!ct half done, until his pecuniary 
demands aro aatisliod, and no profess- 
ional brother can bo tempted to cut in 
and finish the bu8inoss.'-'i>A'Samoan is' 
no more able to walk around for the 
rest of his life half tattbood than an 
Australian mnshor with one whisker, 
and bo is tlioroforo obliged to pay up to 
the uttormoat farthing. Although not> 
so invariably as in Fiji, tho Samoan 
laon and women do dyo their hitir yel- 
low with burned cor.al, and paint thoir 
faces, red and black. Thoy also shavo 
tho heads , of their children, using 
shark's teeth-.for tniiiora."'- Rubbing or 
pressing n6ios,''ns' with the Maoris, is 
tho fortn of national siilnto. Thoy 
never oat before 10 or 11 o'clock in tho 
morning, but afterwards have no reg- 
ular meal time— eating almost contin- 
uously through the ' dap— Melbotirne 
Leader.
